A NEW QUEEN OF THE SEAS 


It is a long distance in time and circumstance from the first of 


the Cunard. liners—the Britannia of 1840, with a length of 207 feet and 
& tonnage of 1154—to the magnificent vessel which was launched on the 
Clyde this week. Sponsored by Queen Mary, who gave her own name 
to the ship, contrary to the usual Cunard nomenclature, this rival of La 
Normandie of the French Line, practically of the same size and presum- 
ably of the same speed, is over a thousand feet long, with a gross ton- 
iage of about 73,000. The river was barely wide enough to float her, even 
vith one bank dredged; but the feat was accomplished without a hitch. 
' 
Both ships, with every device of construction and of furnishings 


imaginable, are out to take the blue ribbon of the sea from the Bex, 
•Which only lately took it from the German liners Bremen and Europa. 
It is, perhaps, chiefly a competition in prestige. Doubtless the companies 
believe that the enormous expenditure will be justified by the event. 
Yet for seme years it has been felt that the day of the huge and costly 
liners war; over and that the fast and almost equally luxurious cabin 
Hners, lik-; the Manhattan, the Lafayette and the Britannic, were the 
popular ships, not only of the present, but also of the future. 


The old Arizona of the defunct Guion Line began the race for the 


blue ribbon. After her came the Etruria and Umbria, reducing the record 
to less than six days, and then the City of New York and the City of 
Paris of the Inman Line, later taken over by the American Line as the 
New York and the Philadelphia. 
But none of them, though celebrated 


In their day, held their supremacy long. Germany entered the contest 
*ith great success, and during the last few years Italy joined the race 
with the Hex and Conte de Savoia.

profit as prestige to their owners. But there must be some profit in 
them, else they would not continue to be built.

A NEW QUEEN OF THE SEAS 


',, 
It is a long distance in time and circumstance from the first of 


the Cunard liners—the Britannia of 1840, with a length of 207 feet and 
ft tonnage of 1154—to the magnificent vessel which was launched on the 
Clyde this week. Sponsored by Queen Mary, who gave her own name 
to the ship, contrary to the usual Cunard nomenclature, this rival of La 
Normandie of the French. Line, practically of the same size and presum- 
ably of the same speed, is over a thousand feet long, with a gross ton- 
rage of about 73,000. The river was barely wide enough to float her, even 
;with one bank dredged; but the feat was accomplished without a hitch. 
* 
Both ships, with every device of construction and of furnishings 


Imaginable, are out to take the blue ribbon of the sea from the Rex, 
•Which only lately took it from the German liners Bremen and Europa. 
It is, perhaps, chiefly a competition in prestige. Doubtless the companies 
laelieve that the enormous expenditure will be justified by the event. 
Yet for some years it has been felt that the day of the huge and costly 
liners was over and that the fast and almost equally luxurious cabin 
Knars, like the Manhattan, the Lafayette and the Britannic, were the 
popular ships, not only of the present, but also of the future. 
* • 
The old Arizona of the defunct Guion Line began the race for the 


blue ribbon. After her came the Etruria and Umbria, reducing the record 
to less than six days, and then the City of New York and the City of 
Paris of the Inman Line, later taken over by the American Line as the 
Mew York and the Philadelphia. 
But none of them, though celebrated 


to their day, held their supremacy long. Germany entered the contest 
*ith great success, and during the last few years Italy joined the race 
•with the Rex and Conte de Savoia.

There is still a question whether these great liners bring as much 


profit as prestige to their owners. But there must be some profit in 
tiiem, else they would not continue to be built.

HARRISBDRG, Sept. 28— Sil- 


houetted against a background of 
death and destruction, the drunken 
driver in Pennsylvania today stands 
under the spotlight of the state de- 
partment of revenue. 


Cognizant of a huge increase in 


accidents, fatalieies and injuries at- 
tributable to intoxicants, the de- 
partment has just completed an an- 
alysis of drunken driving prosecu- 
tions in which its state highway pa- 
trol was involved during the first 
five months of this year. 


Convictions were obtained in sev- 


enty eight per cent in which the 
highway patrol was involved, 
ac- 


cording to the report, of the 504 
cases covered by the analysis, 396 
resulted in convictions and 108 de- 
fendants v/ere discharged. 


Accidents Increase 


Accidents caused by drunken driv- 


ers during the first eight months 
of this year increased 90 per cent 
over the same period for 1933, 
a 


perusal of ths department's records 
showed. 
The number of such ac- 


cidents from January to August, in- 
clusive, totaled 1370 in which 42 per- 
sons met death and 749 injured, as 
against the same months last year 
when 702 accidents resulted 
in 27 
deaths and 409 non-fatalities. 


Another feature of the report was 


an analysis of the average length of 
time elapsing between the arrest of 
a suspected drunken driver and fi- 
nal court disposition of the case. 


This period ranges from an aver- 


age of 12 days in Bucks county to 
94 days in' Allegheny: 104 days in 
Chester county and 107 days 
in 


Westmoreland. 
In 
counties 
for 


which only one or two cases were 
available for comparison, the elaps- 
ed time was as great as 182 days in 
Adams county and 245 days in Clin- 
ton, 
Wide Variation 


A wide variation was seen in the 


percentage of convictions in the in- 
dividual counties which in some, in- 
stances was 
considerably 
higher 


than the state-wide average. 


In 
Green comity, for example, 


convictions were obtained in all the 
20 cases completed, Centre county 
had a perfect record for 14 cases 
an Huntingdon for 13. The 
study 


showed 13 .convictionns out of 14 
cases in Bucks county: 18 out of 21 
in Beaver 10 out of 12 in Clarion: 
15 out of 24 In Allegheny: 15 out of 
17 in Erie, 20*but of 21 in Indiana; 
16 out of 21 hi Lancaster: 14 out of 
15 in Mifflin: 16 out of 19 In York, 
and 19 out of 20 in Venango. 


Metzger Outline Plans 


Leon D. Metzger, secretary of the 


department, believes that further 
progress in checking drunken driv- 
ing in this state will require: 


"1. Active law enforcement by 


state and municipal police and all 
other local authorities. 


"2. Vigorous prosecution 
of 
all 


cases in which the element of In- 
toxication Is prominent.

Cognizant of a huge increase in 


accidents, fatalieies and injuries at- 
tributable to intoxicants, the de- 
partment has just completed an an- 
alysis of drunken driving prosecu- 
tions in which its state highway pa- 
trol was involved during the first 
five months of this year. 


Convictions were obtained in sev- 


enty eight per cent in which the 
highway patrol was involved, 
ac- 


cording to the report, of the 504 
cases covered by the analysis, 39C 
resulted in convictions and 108 de- 
fendants were discharged.

Wide Variation 


A wide variation was seen in the 


percentage of convictions hi the in- 
dividual- counties which in some.in- 
stances was 
considerably 
higher 


than the state-wide average. 


In 
Green county, for example, 


convictions were obtained in all the 
20 cases completed, Centre county 
had a perfect record for 14 cases 
an Huntingdon for 13. The study 
showed 13 .convictionns out of 14 
cases in Bucks county: 18 out of 21 
in Beaver 10 out of 12 in Clarion: 
15 out of 24 to Allegheny: 15 out of 
17 in Erie, 20*but of 21 in Indiana; 
16 out of 21 in Lancaster: 14 out of 
15 in Mifflin: 16 out of 19 in York, 
and 19 out of 20 in Venango.

gloomy picture of -the nation's un- 
employment condition was drawn 
today by William Green, president 
of 
the 
American Federation of 
Labor. 


Employment gains this year have 


been far less than in 1933 and there 
is no indication that the fall sea- 
son will make any permanent im- 
provement, according to Green. 


The total of jobless in industry in 
August was 10,834,000 (preliminary 
figures) as compared with 10,793,000 
In July (revised), Green asserted. 
"August and September this year 
show' a strong contrast to the same 
months last year," Green said. "In 
August last year 800,000 went back 
to work in the president's reemploy- 
ment program; this year no effort 
was made to create jobs and unem- 
ployment increased by 40,000. 
"The 
number 
unemployed in 


August, 1934, was back almost to the 
level of August, 1933. Our estimate, 
based on government figures, shows 
10,834,000 out of work in August, 
1934, and 10,960,000 in August last 
year." 
Green 
said 
that government 


emergency work gave employment 
to 2,249,000 in August. 
"Deducting those on emergency 


work from the total without work in 
industry, we find that 8,585,000 were 
without jobs of any sort," ' Green 
continued. 
The labor leader also said that 


the number of families on relief 
rolls had not been decreased during 
the past year.

gloomy picture of -the nation's un- 
employment condition was drawn 
today by William Green, president 
or the 
American Federation of 
Labor. 


Employment gains this year have 


been far less than in 1933 and there 
is no indication that the fall sea- 
son will make any permanent im- 
provement, according to Green. 


The total of jobless in industry in 


August was 10,834,000 (preliminary 
figures) as compared with 10,793,000 
in July <revised), Green asserted. 


"August and September this year 
show a strong contrast to the same 
months last year," Green said. "In 
August last year 800,000 went back 
to work in the president's reemploy- 
ment program: this year no effort 
was made to create jobs and unem- 
ployment increased by 40,000.

in 


August, 1934, was back almost to the 
level of August, 1933. Our estimate, 
based on government figures, shows 
10,834,000 out of %vork in 
August, 


1934, and 10,960,000 in August last 
year."

to 2,249,000 in August. 


"Deducting those on emergency 


work from the total without work in 
industry, we find that 8,585,000 were 
without jobs of any

the little house locked and bolted.

Hauptmann's mother had fled the 


place with her other son on Satur- 
day, going with him to Dresden late 
at night to escape the curious crowds 
•which have hovered about her house 
since' Bruno Hauptmann was ar- 
rested in New York. 


Johnson called a locksmith and 


the door was forced open. Then be- 
gan a painstaking search of the two- 
story house, but nothing was pro- 
duced save a rusty six-inch shell 
which Hauptmann 
evidently had 


brought home from the war. 


"For some reason," Johnson said, 


"Rritz came here hurriedly from 
Dresden Saturday and packed off 
his mother on the last train.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—While po- 
lice, detectives and Department of 
Justice agents strove manfully to 
fill in the missing pieces of the 
chain of evidence being woven about 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, today, 
recurrent rumors brought forward 
three women as increasingly impor- 
tant 'witnesses in the Lindbergh 
case. 


The identities of two of the 


women are being withheld, while 
the 
third 
is Anita . Lutzenberg, 


pretty department store employe, 
who has already told how Haupt- 
mann walked with a slight limp 
during the summer of 1932, the year 
of the kidnaping. 
One of the women, according to a 


high police official, is linked with 
the recovery of $100 in Lindbergh 
ransom notes in Maine during the 
summer of 1933. 


This woman's husband, it is said, 
came to Hauptmann on August 1 of 
that year and told the carpenter he 
would like to go on a vacation, but 
that he had no money. Hauptmann, 
it is said, then lent the man $100 
and he promptly left for Maine and 
a short time later Lindbergh ran- 
som notes began to crop up in that 
state. 


This revelation sheds new light on 
the appearance of the ransom notes 
in Maine, for hitherto it had been 
believed Hauptmann went to that 
state on a hunting trip and distri- 
buted the bills there himself.

tant witnesses in the Lindbergh 
case.

pretty department store employe, 
wrho has already told how Haupt­ 
mann wralked with a slight limp 
during the summer of 1932, the year 
of the kidnaping. 
One of the women, according to a 
high police official, is linked with 
the recovery of $100 in Lindbergh 
ransom notes in Maine during the 
summer of 1933. 
This woman’s husband, it is said, 
came to Hauptmann on August 1 of 
that year and told the carpenter he 
would like to go on a vacation, but 
that he had no money. Hauptmann, 
it is said, then lent the man $100 
and he promptly left for Maine and 
a short time later Lindbergh ran­ 
som notes began to crop up in that 
state. 
This revelation sheds new light on 
the appearance of the ransom notes 
in Maine, for hitherto it had been 
believed Hauptihann went to that 
state on a hunting trip and distri­ 
buted the bills there himself. 
The third woman was reported 
due to appear at the Bronx district 
attorney’s office for questioning to­ 
day.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—While po- 


lice, detectives and Department of 
Justice agents strove manfully to 
till in the missing pieces of the 
chain of evidence being woven about 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, today, 
recurrent rumors brought forward 
three women as increasingly impor- 
tant 'witnesses in the Lindbergh 
case. 


The identities of two of

women are being withheld, while 
the 
third 
is Anita 
Lutzenberg, 


pretty department store employe, 
who has already told how Haupt- 
mann walked with a slight 
limp 


during the summer of 1932, the year 
of the kidnaping. 


One of the women, according to a 


high police official, is linked with 
the recovery of $100 in Lindbergh 
ransom notes in Maine during the 
summer of 1933. 


This woman's husband, it is said, 


came to Hauptmann on August 1 of 
that year and told the carpenter he 
would like to go on a vacation, but 
that he had no money. Hauptmann, 
it is said, then lent the man $100 
and he promptly left for Maine and 
a short time later Lindbergh ran- 
som notes began to crop up in that 
state. 


This revelation sheds new light on 


the appearance of the ransom notes 
in Maine, for hitherto it had been 
believed Hauptmann went to that 
state on a hunting, trip and distri- 
buted the bills there himself.

fci Palestine, at least insofar as the 
,word is considered economically, ac- 
bording to James C. Stewart, a New 
Castle man who is located in Jeru- 
salem for one of the major oil com- 
panies. With his wife, Mr. Stewart 
has been spending a vacation with 
his father, Kev. J. S. Stewart of 
Korth 
Mercer 
street, for 
some 
tnonths but plans to return to Pal- 
tstine shortly. 


"The reason for there being no 
Hepression in Palestine at the pres- 
fent time is political and social rather 
than economic," said Mr. Stewart. 
*We are hoping that certain eco- 
Bomic indications continue and if 
they do, the prosperity will become 
fe permanent thing. In the past ten 
lyears 25.000 small industries have 
been started in Palestine, and in the 
past two years there has been a 
tremendous influx of Jews, especially 
from Germany. The British govern- 
ment which has a mandate ever 
Palestine has insisted on a minimum 
of $5000 for emigrants coming into 
the country. 


"For example, the city of Tel Aviv 


bn the coast, near the city of Jaffa 


has increased in population in two 
years from 40,000 to 100,000. It is 
;he only purely Jewish city in the 
world. The city of Jerusalem, has 
increased in population also in the 
past two years but nothing like Tel 
Aviv. 
"Jerusalem is composed of 10 per 


cent Christian people, 20 per cent 
Jews and the balance of the Mos- 
lem faith," said Mr. Stewart. 


Mr. Stewart is a graduate of the 


New Castle high school in 1923 and 
of Geneva college in 1927. He was 
born in Palestine, his parents being 
there in missionary wosk at his 
birth . As a boy he was brought to 
the United States, but for the past 
year and a half has been in business 
in Palestine.
